Leat) Forever” as. “the National 
‘Authem of Canada” in a Canadian 
supplement of The Sheffield Indepen- 
dent ‘gtvex.polnt once more to the 
old question of when we are to have 
a national anthem that Will be truly 
and representatively all-Canadian. 
As The Independent prints it, the 
old song shows signs of having re- 
ceived the attention of some diplo- 
matic but unpoetic individual. The 
last Mnes of the first verse, out of 
deference to the large French-Can- 
adian population are made to read: 

“The Lily, Thistle, .Shamrock, 

Rose, entwine , 

“The Maple Lea} forever.” 

The sentiment is good, as amend- 
ed, but the rhythm 43 awful, and we 
defy, anyone to. sing it in that form. 
Since Ireland has read herself out 
of the parent kingdom, to become a 
sister-dominicn to Canada, perhaps 
room might be made for the Lily 
by dropping the Shamrock. But 
some sections of Irish sentkmeni 
would be bound to feel offense, and 
the ultimate solution does not He in 
that direction. 

Nor does it lie in the acceptance 
of “O Canada” in place of “The 
Maple Leaf Forever.” The former 
is as. characteristic of Lower Canada 
as the Jatter of Upper Canada; and 
in addition there is no English ver- 
sion of it which combines accuracy 
of translation with acceptable poetic 
form. The music, too, though beau- 
tiful and Inspiring, is almost as 
much beyond the vocal range of nor- 
mal men and women as is that’ of 
the official but unsung national an- 
them of the United States. 

It i to be feared that we must 
continue to divide our attentions un- 
satisfactorily among “God Save the 
King," “The Maple Leaf Forever" 
and “O Canada" until some genius 
provides us with one of more suit- 
able sentiment which can be sung in 
elther French or English and whose 
melody {s within the range of the or- 
dinary voice.

But 
in the closing scenes he throws re- 
straint to the winds, Here we get the 
spirited acting that brought Mr, Ar- 
liss fame some years ago.
